parents. This is a good idea as 
it gives tie parents’ an oppor- 
tunity of finding just. where the 
children fall down, and, if they 
are concerned, of showing where 
they can help both the scholars 
and teachers make a_ better 
showing. 

The idea of thele reports is all 
right but we notice that they 
are compiled and printed by a 
firm in Chicago. In this there 
is ground for complaint for two 
reasons.
